his column does not go in for “crepe 
hanging” nor does Ray M. Hudson, able 
manager of the industrial department of 
the New England Council. But for what- 
ever it is worth to you in your place in 
the business world, Ray reports a marked 
decrease in “normal” business among 
small manufacturers—especially (appar- 
ently) among those using aluminum, cop 
per, steel, and nickel. 

These small businesses are hampered by 
difficulty in getting raw materials, by not 
having government contracts or sub-con- 
tracts, by competitive disadvantages in 
securing and holding workers. Only 18 
per cent of these plants are turning to 
new products which do not use critical 
materials—62 per cent are simply reducing

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their working force anywhere from 10 to 
10 per cent. 

Hudson's report, enough, 
makes no mention of the trends or prac- 
tices in pricing. We consider this one of 
the most serious considerations in the 
whole small business picture. The larger 
companies, now in the saddle price-wise, 
are unabashedly adopting price policies 
which require the little fellow to pay 
whatever price is in effect at time of de- 
livery. Inasmuch as “delivery” is often 
months away, and the little fellow’s con- 
tracts must be made “now,” the latter is 
very fortunate if he is able to survive this 
squeeze for long.

If there is any merit at all to present 
day price controls, which we doubt, then 
there should be a law that every manu- 
facturer or supplier quote firm prices for 
at least three months ahead of delivery. 
In the meanwhile about the only policy 
the little fellow can go by is one of doing 
the best he can and letting somebody else 
do the worrying.

Spread on the bottom of a well greased 
cake pan in which you've placed a sheet 
of waxed paper to serve as a lever in lift- 
ing the cake out. (This will keep the 
frosting intact.) 
Now add 
Vg teas. cream tarter to the egg whites 
Pinch of salt 
Beat until stiff. 
Add: 
Vs teas. flavoring 
1 cup sugar two T. at a time while beat- 


ing 

Beat this as stiff as possible. When 
thoroughly beaten spread this mixture on 
top of the mixture already in the pan. 
Sprinkle with finely chopped nuts. 

Bake at 350° F. oven until the top is 
golden brown. This requires about 45 
minutes. Very tasty and very delicious.

Dear Lad: 

When you began basic training a few weeks 
ago, and your life (‘‘like a thunderbolt,”’ as 
you expressed the transition from civilian to 
service existence) became this strange new 
realm of which you write—you thought 
you'd like to hear of the once-familiar out- 
side world here in New England, and how it 
fares, whether ill or well. 

I haven't been all over it recently, but 
have managed, despite YANKEE deadlines, to 
steer the battered Blue Beast to a surprising 
number of points: southern Maine, Cape 
Ann, Concord, Mass., the Berkshires, and 
most of Massachusetts, the Connecticut Val- 
ley, the White Mountains and about every- 
where else in New Hampshire, across and 
northward into Vermont, all over Connecti- 
cut, and to the west shore of Narragansett 
Bay. 

There's little on the surface to suggest a 
changing time, but that is partly New Eng- 
land’s steadfastness: always like a white 
house with timeless windows it has stood 
seemingly immobile, while cloud-shadows of 
history raced by the clapboards, were gone, 
and more came on to race again. 

There’s change, though. An Air Force 
captain (and local selectman) just came in, 
chatted, grinned, and said, ‘Be seein’ you.” 

Lot of defense plants busy these days 
about 10 per cent of the publicly revealed 
contracts are in these parts. Local people seem 
to be quietly studying first aid and refugee 
housing. Our advertising director said they 
had a telephone drill in his town—called him 
up at night to see how many people he could 
take in. It was done in a real-life way, he 
said—-and was startling. 

Then, here and there you see a uniform— 
not many yet, except near places like Ft. 
Devens where you went first 

Main thing you notice is TV—those nau- 
tical-looking wiry rigs are on an amazing 
number of houses, even in the back country. 
Sometimes they're on just shacks, tar-paper 
shacks, looking oddly -affluent atop needy- 
seeming structures. During the Kefauver in- 
vestigation and the return of General Mac 
Arthur, the TV screen became an outward- 
gazing window for practically everybody. As 
you'd know, I’m for that, feeling that while 
New England should go right on keeping 
itself intact as what Van Wyck Brooks called 
“‘an ark of the covenant’’ to Americans, it 
shouldn't close itself off (which is why the 
word ‘“‘Window”’ was chosen for this column, 
by the way). Yankees have always been 
greatest when their minds, although region 
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ally based, were most wide-ranging and least 
parochial. 

Fellows keep moving out of civilian life 
as you did, but you don't hear as much about 
draft boards as in World War II. Also, there's 
very little urging from the Government or 
any of the organs of news—about others get 
ting into Defense work. The familiar De 
fense plant ads are appearing, still in rela 


tively small space in the papers, but as yet 
if you sign up with a shipyard or other out 
fit, you're not likely to stumble over a welder 
who turns out to be the mother of the city 
manager from back home. 


Could be we all 
need more of that sense of urgency 

By and large, up and down the state and 
town roads where I've been driving, you'd 
say there's a kind of strong quietude, not of 
peacefulness, but not of high tension either 
There hasn't been, this time, a long gap like 
that of 1918-1941 between wars. World 
War II is still a recent memory to all except 
the very young, and much of the grim 
Churchillian endurance of that time is still in 
Western peoples. They are quiet, watchful 
aware of world forces (with a scope that 
would have seemed incredible in 1939). I 
have not felt, talking with neighbors in these 
six states, that they are apathetic, but rather 
awaiting some word, some green light, to get 
behind you with their full force. Most of 
them seem to feel that what New England 
and all America need more than anything else 
is an unmistakable revelation, from the Gov 
ernment, of the danger we face in all its 
magnitude, whatever it portends—and a more 
intensely focused view of what it and we are 
to do about it. That's an impartial impres- 
sion, from a mugwump—you know I don’t 
take sides much. Well, there it is, a little of 
how New England fares, and I'd say, consid 
ering everything, it’s faring more well than 
ill, although a bit restless from standing on 
the green, first one foot, then ‘tother, and

Now in 1951 many critics place the 
Springfield Symphony as second only to 
the Boston Symphony in New England 
on a par with the Rochester, N. Y. Sym 
phony. This meteoric rise is due in par 
to what Richard Burgin, 25 years concert 
master of the Boston Symphony, and 
assistant conductor, calls “a wonderful en 
thusiasm and spirit of unanimity.” An in 
dication of the growing appreciation for 
Dr. Leslie's orchestra: two months ago the 
Board of Directors of the Symphony voted 
to raise a major budget for an 18-week 
next year. It has always been Dr. 
Leslie's ambition to put the Springfield 
Symphony on a seasonal basis, like the 
Boston Symphony, and it now appears 
that his hope will be realized. 

In addition to the regular symphony 
Dr. Leslie has instituted a Young Peo 
ple’s Symphony of 90 players between 12 
and 21, a Scholarship and Instrument 
Fund, and a Symphony Chorus of 150 
voices. The Young People manage their 
own affairs with their own board of 25 
members. The proceeds from their con 
certs (they gave six this year) go into the

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choral groups sang at the college perform- 
ances and the Symphony Chorus sang the 
performance in Springfield. Each concert 

was sold out and many people were 
turned away. 

“My job as conductor,” Dr. Leslie says, 
“is to release the latent potentialities of 
the individuals in front of me, and inte- 
grate them into a complete whole. It is a 
job in human relations.” He goes on, 
“The day of the autocratic conductor is 
coming to an end. The conductor must 
sympathize with and have the sympathy 
of his players.” 

The main problem in New England, he 
declares, is to increase public patronage 
of music, for the good of the public, and 
also to provide opportunity for qualified 
musicians. 

“Of the 53 symphonic ventures through- 
out New England (in Providence, Lynn, 
Greenfield, Hartford, to name a few), 
there is just one permanent seasonal 
orchestra—the Boston Symphony,” says 
Dr. Leslie. “This means that there are 
only 112 men who can earn a living 
by playing.” The other orchestras are 
either amateur—or on a concert-to-con- 
cert basis, the musicians (union mem- 
bers) being paid according to the number 
of performances. All these musicians must 
earn their main livelihoods at other jobs. 

“In music a man must put in more time 
and study than a doctor. And he must 
practice constantly to maintain his physi- 
cal skill. What is his return for his work? 
No security. All we ask is an equal accept- 
ance with other professions. We have a 
right to a living at music.” 

These sentiments partly explain his de- 
voted efforts to make Springfield a musical 
city. But even more important, he is a 
humanitarian. “Music’s place in society,” 
he says, “is to counteract some of the neg- 
ative forces in life by an emphasis on 
beauty and the inner expression of man. I 
think all music is good, provided it is 
honest and appeals to the finer senti- 
ments. Music is one language that speaks 
for everybody.” In recognition of his fine 
work, the American International College 
last year awarded him the degree of Doc- 
tor of Humane Letters.

Dr. Leslie's suggested program to make 
New England more receptive to good 
music: 

(a) Create the proper musical atti 
tudes on the part of everybody by ex pos 
ing children to good music while in 
school. Children with aptitude, rhythym, 
pitch and reaction, should be encouraged 
to active participation. 

(b) Each city should have its own 
symphony orchestra, on a permanent sea- 
sonal basis, to provide opportunities for 
promising youngsters. “This business of 
importing big-name orchestras when there 
is a perfectly good local one,” he says, “is 
pure nonsense!” New England's amateur 
orchestras must be raised to professional 
status. All that is necessary to accomplish 
this is to raise the public's critical percep 
tion to the point where they recognize 
good music when they hear it, and then 
get them to support their hometown or 
chestras. “Everybody,” Dr. Leslie says, 
“will benefit.” ;
